SHEKINAH — the  name.  The  cloud  of  glory  that  rested  between  the  cherubim  on  the  mercy'seat  in  the  tabernacle,  as 
the  symbol  of  divine  presence — a  word  not  found  in  the  Bible,  but  adopted  from  tne  Jewish  Targum  by  Christians.  It 
is  believed  that  the  Shekinah  took  up  its  abode  in  the  tabernacle  and  moved  wherever  the  tabernacle  went  until  the  Temple 
of  Solomon  was  built,  where  it  remained  until  the  exile,  when,  according  to  some,  it  went  with  the  deported  Jews;  while 
others  maintained  that  it  returned  to  heaven.
